“Why?” 

On Nov. 2, 1970, the chemistry depart- 
ment at SSC denied tenure to Robert F. 
Nelson. As a result, it appears that Nelson 
has become the figurehead for this year’s 
chapter in the continuing story of the 
SSC tenure waes. 

The students in that ordinarily quiet 
department have seriously questioned the 
reasons, or rather lack of reasons, for the 
failure to grant Nelson tenure. Tenure 
battles are nothing new to SSC. But the 
denial of tenure has never before been so 
obviously unjustifiable to the students 
concerned. There are generally three basic 
qualifications for tenure 

1. Possession of a doctorate 

2. An active research and publication 
record 

3. Activity in community and student 
affairs 

It would appear that Nelson, under 
these criteria, is not only qualified for 
tenure, but is possibly one of the most 
qualified candidates in the history of the 
school. In fact, as his students point out, 
Nelson seems to be the ideal professor for 
whom everyone keeps searching 

Since he arrived at SSC in 1967, Nelson 
has published twenty scientific papers (i 1 
of which were co-authored by students), 
procured over $58,000 in grants to SSC 
and an additional $130,000 in usable 
equipment for the school’s use. In add 
ition, he is world renowned in the field of 
electrochemistry, having been invited as 
guest lecturer or discussion leader to 
eleven national and international confer 
ences. he has collaberated on the author- 
ship of two reference books 


ACTIVE 


In addition, Nelson has been extremely 
active in research with his students and 
has served as faculty adviser to the 
ASSSC Student Senate and other campus 
organizations. On top of these pro- 
fessional qualifications, Nelson’s teaching 
has been described as nothing short of 
‘*fantastic” by his students, who, it 
appears. have rallied behind him to the 
last man. 

The facts then, at least all those avail 
able, show no basis for denial other than, 
as many students have been quick to 
point out, a personality clash between 
Nelson and some of his colleagues.Hardly, 
they add, valid grounds for denial of ten- 
ure 

The issue is not heiped any by an almost 
total lack of information. The reasons for 
Nelson’s denial are privileged information 
within the department. To reveal the 
reason for dismissal, according to depart 
ment chairman Robert Hurley, would be 
a denial of due process for Nelson. 

Although criteria for granting of tenure 
are required to be filed with the Dean of 
Arts and Sciences, that information also 
is privileged, available only to the depart 
ment faculty unless they release the 
information themselves which they have 
not done. Although chemistry has stu- 
dent representation in the department, 
those representatives, as in most other 
departments, have no voice in deciding 
promotion and tenure 


Hurley states that student opinion was 
evaluated in the decision, but it appears 
from the resultant aftermath of the 
decision that evaluate is synonymous 
with ignore. 

In addition to these obstructions the 
facuity will comment only peripherally 
out of respect both for Nelson’s rights 
and their own standing within the depart 
ment. Nelson himself is hesitant to 
discuss the matter while his appeals are 
still pending 


So the issue remains cloudy at best with 
the reason for denial generally assumed to 
have been a failure on Nelson's part to 
“cooperate fully with his colleagues.” 
One faculty member defined this as 
Nelson’s being so busy with his teaching 


and his students that he doesn’t have time 
to fulfill some of his other professional 
duties such as socializing with the other 
professors. 


NO KISS-OFF 


Students are more direct, sorne defining 
it as a “failure to play kiss-off to the 
others in the department” while others 
would claim it to be professional 
jealousy. “How does it look,” one stu- 
dent commented “ to the other pro- 
fessors who have been there for years, to 
have one teacher do move in three years 
than they have done combined.” 

There is more at stake here than 
Nelson’s future. It is also the future of 
the department and its graduate program 
in particular. “What does it mean,” the 
students ask, “to future professors if you 
are dismissed because your teaching is too 
good, your research and publication 
record too impressive, and your relations 
with your students too outstanding?” 
This view is shared by some of Nelson’s 
colleagues as well, one of whom described 
Nelson as the “hardest worker, most 
devoted to his students and most cooper- 
ative with everyone who needs help.” 

Unfortunately not all of Nelson's 
colleagues agree. Although the vote is not 
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public record the undenied rumor is that 
it was 7-2. Only tenured professors are 
entitled to vote, and although the individ- 
ual professor's votes are not public, the 
students are fairly much agreed on who 
sits where, conjecturing that four of the 
nine are against Nelson, two are in favor 
and the other three voted with the four 
because they didn’t want to split the 
department. But regardless of the feelings 
of these three, the department has been 
split students vs. faculty - and the 
whole question is a serious thorn in the 
department's side 

Nelson has filed an appeal with the 
department who should reconsider the 
denial sometime this week. If his appeal is 
denied, Nelson will attempt to have the 
decision reversed under the newly revised 
grievance procedures 

The decision in this case can be an 
important one in tenure controversies. 
Many times in the past, cases have arisen 
because of a subjective dispute over an 
individuals academic qualifications, but 
Nelson’s is the first case in public notice 
where denial has been given to an in- 
structor who, factually, appears to be 
wholly qualified, leaving no room for sub 
jective judgment, and in addition has full 
support not only from his own students 
but from those faculty and students not 
ir) his department who have dealt with 
him 

Evidently, except for a few of his 
colleagues, no one has anything but 
praise for Nelson both academically and 
personally. Almost every discussion about 
his case has ended with “We can’t let this 
kind of man go.” 

But the department might just do that 
And if it does the studenis will no 
longer ask “why” as 4 questi bul as an 
accusation

ASSSC Pres. announces 
new advising council 


Joe Hay, ASSSC President, 
recently announced the creation 
of a Departmental Advising 
Council which would consist of 
one student representative from 
each academic department within 
each school and division 

Hay declared “Realizing, as a 
goal, the promotion of student 
interest at the departmental level 
is an effective means of instilling 
students with the motivation to 
participate in other campus-wide 
activities and student government 
The ASSSC has decided to take 
the initiative in this area” 

Hay continued, “At the present 
time no campus-wide body exists 
to handle this problem of student 
involvement. What we are trying 
to do with the council is provide 
the vehicle to tackle the problem 
and work toward finding 
solutions. The council would 
bring together all the plans and 
information that now exists 
concerning student participation 
in each department and then 
investigate ways of establishing or 
improving student 
representation.” 


Additionally, the council will 


serve as a liason between student 
departmental representation and 
the ASSSC. The ASSSC Academic 
Affairs Coordinator, his staff, the 
ASSSC President and 
Vice-President will be members of 
that council 


Hay stated, “Letters are being 
sent to all departments suggesting 
that either the students elect a 
representative or that the student 
departmental representatives (if 
they exist) choose a representative 
for the council.” 


The first planned meeting of the 
council is set for Wednesday, Nov. 
25, in the Ribera Room from 12 
noon to | p.m. The council can 
elect its chairman and begin work 
at this meeting

stated, “and hopefully we can 
look forward to increased interest 
in both student government and 
student participation on the
